Reds Destroy 
22 Nazi Planes 
At Leningrad

MOSCOW, June 11.—Russian 
fighter pilots intercepted 100 
German planes over the ap- 
proaches to Leningrad and shot 
down 22 in a great daylight air 
battle, thwarting the second at- 
tempt at a mass raid on the city 
within three days, the Red air 
force reported today. 

The. big German air formation 
tried to break through the Soviet 
defences of Leningrad in forma- 
tions of nine planes each. Escort 
fighters outnumbered the German 
bombers two to one, the Soviet ac- 
counts said. 


HEAVY AIR BLOWS 

‘The second major thrust at ‘Len- 
ingrad spearheaded the heavy air 
blows being exchanged over the 
battle zone and in long range raids 
against both German and Russian 
military objectives far behind the 
lines. 

Official reports said Soviet bomb- 
ers followed up two nights of mass 
raids on Nazi airdromea with at- 
tacks last night on military trains 
and supply dumps near Lisichansk 
in the Ukraine, causing big fires 
and explosions.

The ban, a direct diplomatic slap 

at the Axis, was announced last 
night only a few hours after Ger- 
many and Italy had recognized the 
new Argentine revolutionary gov- 
ernment under President Gen. Pe- 
tro Ramirez. 

Heretofore, diplomats have been 
permitted to send 100 words in 
code daily by radio to their home 
government and even this limita- 
tion, imposed last December, pro- 


voked vigorous protests from Ger- 
many and Italy. 


BRITAIN, U.S. UNAFFECTED 

The measure does not affect mes- 
sages passing between Argentina 
and Britain and the United States, 
since there are cable links to both 
countries, . 

The Argentine foreign office 
anounced that its action was 
taken in compliance with resolu- 
tion No, 40 of the anti-Axis ac- 
cords reached at the Pan Ameri- 
can conference at Rio de Janeiro. 
The accords also recommended 
severance of diplomat relations 

with the Axis and all western 

hemisphere countries except Ar- 
gentina have complied. 

Otto Meynin, German charge 
d'affaires, delivered the German 
note of recognition to the foreign 
office late yesterday, revealing in- 
cidentally that the Germans de- 
livered a preliminary note on the 
same day the revolution broke out 
last Friday, presumably in an at- 
tempt to be the first nation to 
recognize a new government.

Rabaul Airdromes 
Are Heavily Bombed 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, June 11.—(CP) — 
Forty tons of bombs were dropped 
on three airdromes at Rabaul, New 
Britain, yesterday by heavy Allied 
bombers, the high command an- 
nounced, 

The raid on Rabaul, a big Jap- 
anese air and shipping base on the 
northern tip of New Britain 500 
miles northeast of the Allied base 
of Port Moresby, New Guinea, last- 
ed three hours, i 

Many resultant fires were believ- 
ed to be burning planes. Hits also 
were scored on ammunition dumps 
in the raid, made just before dawn. 

It was the heaviest raid on Ra- 
baul since one on March 23 when 
54 tons of bombs were dropped on 
that base. 

Today's communique also report- 
ed that a heavy bomber flying over 
the MacCleur gulf of Dutch New 
Guinea bombed a 4,000-ton Jap- 
anese cargo ship, damaging it and 
leaving it motionless.

It is the hope and intention of 
the United Nations, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, that Italy be restored to na- 
tionhood and take her place as a 
respected member of the European 
family of nations, 

BLAMES MUSSOLING 

The President made it obvious 
that he considered Mussolini and 
his aides responsible for the posi- 
tion of Italy in the war, rather than 
the Italian people. He said the 
present effects of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can campaign against Italy was the 
inevitable result of the ruthless 
course Mussolini had followed in 
the past few years. 

In forming a militery allience 
with Germany, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, Mussolini betrayed his own 
country in e struggle for per- 
sonal power and aggrandisement.

Hull said he had no particular 
comment to make on the recogni- 
tion by this government, saying it 
was an ordinary step taken some- 
what as a matter of routine when 
there is a change of government.

inces, Mr. Mitchell remarked that 
it acts as a quasi-trustee handling 
the funds of a large group of policy 
holders, which funds have been ac- 
cumulated by this co-operative 
group and entrusted to the com- 
pany as a means of safeguarding 
the purchase of future necessities 
for its owners and their depend- 
ents. This same situation applies 
in more or less degree to loaning 
institutions of al] types, Mr. Mit- 
chell explained. 

Providing the West had main- 
tained the same frame of mind re- 
garding debts that was found here 
in the earlier days, Mr. Mitchell 
was of the opinion that it would be 
good judgment to invest money in 
Western. Canada. “In the early 
30's when nature seemed to destroy 
grain production, it was accord- 
ingly quite natural that there 
would be a feeling of impossible 
debt,” the speaker said. “One of 
the most encouraging factors in our 
experience in the picture of the 
30's when nature .was so depress- 
ing, was that such a large propor- 
tion of those who had brorowed the 
money of our policyholders made 
such a magnificent struggle to fin- 
ance their debts.” 


REVIEW LEGISLATION 
Referring to the present situa- 
tion, Mr. Mitchell said that it would 
seem evident that she time had ar- 
rived when all the types of legis- 


lation which favored the debtor 
even if it pinched the fingers of the 


creditor, should be reconsidered. 
“Surely it is pure defeatism to 
carry forward such legislation into 
times of such evident increased 
earning powers and of such evident 
a being!” emphasized Mr. Mitch- 
ell. 

He pointed out that the debt 
laws not only affected the lending 
corporations but were also the di- 
rect concern of the general public. 
Those with unencumbered pro- 
perty seeking to dispose of their 
homes find it necessary to require 
a very large cash payment if the 
sale is to be safe. This necessity 
for large cash payments necessarily 
keeps the prices down. 


BATTLED OBSTACLES 

‘The majority of individual citi- 
zens in all three provinces also 
made a grand fight against tremen- 
dous obstables in meeting the 
troubles that had been heaped 
upon them.” The speaker remark- 
ed that he was puzzled as to why 
Alberta alone of the three allowed 
its provincial credit to be lost when 
such a great majority of its indi- 
vidual borrowers did such a good 
job in trying to meet their own 
difficuluties. 

Mr. Mitchell pointed out that if 
the West was to take its full place 
in providing the necessery employ- 
ment to meet post-war conditions, 
it must have a sound condition of 
credit. Referring to present debi 
legislation, he said, ‘Any section of 
Canada with such legislation in 
force in post-war days cannot ex- 
pect credit expansion. Capital in- 
vestment must seek a safer loca- 
tion. Those parts of Canada which 
encourage sound debt repayment 
must of necessity furnish the fields 
in which the expansion requiring 
credit assistance will flourish. It is 
time to consider the ultimate 
effects of such Igislation rather 
than its immediate effect.”

Pantelleria Was Known 
As the “Ttalian Gibraltar’”’

Pantelleria, which surrendered 
to the Allies today, was known 
as the “Italian Gibraltar.” 

Although it hardly ranked in a 
class with the British fortress at 
the gateway to the Mediterranean, 
the 32-square-mile island midway 
between Tunisia and Sicily 
mounted more than 100 guns, in- 
cluding 15-inth coastal defence 
monsters. 

Its small, single airfield lies on 
flat ground near the northwestern 
end of the island in the vicinity 
of the small town and port of 
Pantelleria. The Italians were 
reported to have hewn an under- 
ground hangar out of the rocks 


of Mount St. Elmo or other near- 
by hills. 

The garrison of the volcanic 
island, at one time estimated at 
10,000 or more men, was believed 
to include infantry, artillery, 
anti-aircraft, coast artillery, en- 
gineer and signal troops. 

Premier Mussolini first began 
to fortify Pantelleria more than 
seven years ago in the hope’ of 
neutralizing Malta and to con- 
Solidate his grip on what he 
called “mare nostrum”—our sea. 
Until the fall of Tunisia, Pantel- 
leria served as a base for Italian 
submarines and small warships. 

The island's main weakness is 
supply, since few food products 
can be grown there and there is 
not natural fresh water supply.

Eisenhower announced the sur- 
render of the Pantelleria gerri- 
Perhaps 8,000 gunners, air force 
and other personnel. 

(In London, experts said that the 
capture of the island should not be 
over-estimated from a_ strategic 
viewpoint since it was mainly a 
torpedo boat or submarine base 
and had some nuisance value as an 
air base but it was regarded ag 
highly significant in other way be- 
cause it was the first Allied entry 
on the Italian soil.) 


PLANES CIRCLE ISLE 

Allied planes were circling over 
Pantelleria, which Italians had 
called “an unsinkable aircraft car- 
rier,” when the white flag was run 
up. They returned without drop- 
ping their bombs. 

Spokesmen said that on Thurs- 
day, climaxing the offensive that 
was pressed from May 28 te June 
11, the Allies dropped more 
bombs on Pantelieria than they 
dropped on all targets in Tunisia, 
Sicily and Sardinia in the entire 
month of April. 

The Allied landing on the island 
was covered and supported by 
strong naval forces, both destroyers 
and cruisers, which had bombard. 
ed Pantelleria during the last week. 


ALLIES GAIN BASE 

Surrender of Pantelleria gave 
the Allies an airdrome and a naval 
base only 60 miles southwest of 
Sicily and an equal distance east of 
Cape Bon, Tunisia. 

The anouncement of Pantelleria’s 
fall came with dramatic sudden- 
ess less than an hour after the 
day's regular operational commun- 
ique merely had reported contin- 
ued heavy attacks on the island 
throughout yesterday and the pre- 
vious night. 

“The island of Pantelleria today 
surrendered and is being occu- 
pied by Allied forces,” the special 
communique said, 

“This surrender is the result of 
a period of continuous and in- 
tense air bombardment, support- 
ed by naval bombardment. 

“Two previous offers of sur- 
‘render made to the commander 
were ignored.” 

(Radio Morocco reported that 
British Commandos had made a 
new raid on Lampedusa, 90 miles 
below Pantelleria. A _reconnais- 
sance party of British Commandos 
landed on Lampedusa Sunday and 
re-embarked with a loss of only 
two of the party.) 


ITALIAN BOAST 

The regular Italian communique 
today, as broadcast by the Rome 
radio, still boasted of the heroic 
resistance of the Italian garrison, 


claiming that it had ignored a 
second Allied demand for sur- 
render despite a bombardment by 
1,000 Allied planes yesterday and 
last night. 

The surrender of the first of the 
real Italian stepping stones to 
Europe came on the 20th consecy- 
tive day of furious Allied air and 
naval bombardment by every type 
of plane available in the Mediter- 
ranean: 

The island of Pantelleria, about 
eight miles long, had a popula- 
tion of 8,000, including what was 
supposed to be a strong Axis gar- 
rison since the fortress had been 

built up secretly by the Fascists 
as an Italian naval and air base— 
especially for submarines. It ori- 
ginally was intended to check- 
mate the great French naval base 
at Bizerte, which now is in Allied 
hands. } 

The fall of Pantelleria took a 
vital chunk out of the Italian island 
outposts, helping to clear the way 
for an invasion of Sicily, which al- 
ready has been subjected to heavy 
aerial bombardment and now will 
be laid open to the full power of 
Allied air fleets. The rocky little 
island of Lampedusa, some 90 
miles south of Pantelleria, already 
was subjected to blockade and was 
becoming hopelessly cut off . 


NAZI COMMUNIQUE 

(The German high command com- 
munique today said that thousands 
of Allied planes hammered Pan- 


telleria on Thursday and last night: 


and that Axis fighters shot down a 
total of 22 mile losing seven. 

(Radio Tokyo reported that Brit- 
ish and American forces on June 1 
attempted to invade Pantelleria but 
were repulsed. An attempt to in- 
vade Lampedusa on June 7 also 
failed, the Japanese radio said. It 
added that Lampedusa had rejetced 
an Allied demand for surrender.) 

€arlier Axis reports from var- 
ious sections of Europe said Pan- 
telleria was about to fall and a 
Madrid dispatch said the Axis al- 
ready had written off Pantelleria, 
as well as Lampedusa, and was 
readying the Axis fleet and italo- 
German air forces for an antici- 
pated major assault against Sicily 
or Sardinia. 

Madrid reports said that Axis 
newspapers yesterday admitted that 
some of Pantelleria’s giant 15-inch 
coastal batteries had been destroy- 
ed by the Allied bmobardment and 
blockade, which cut the islan¢ off 
from supplies for almost two weeks. 
The food supply. was running low 
but it appeared that the island had 
sufficient ammunition as well as a 
amall force of fighter planes.

GROUND ACTIVITY 

Ground activity was confined to 
patrol and artillery activity which 
took at least 1,000 German lives in 
the past 24 hours. The principal 
ground clash was reported from 
Taganrog, west of Rostov, where 
nearly 3,000 enemy troops with tank 
support attacked Russian positions. 

The weight of the enemy attack 
forced the Russians to give ground, 
but a counter-attack restored the 
Soviet positions. Three hundred 
enemy officers and men were killed 
and five tanks were disabled.

3 Allied Planes 
Crash in Spain

Harking back to the day three 
years ago when Italy took this step, 
the president recalled that he had 
termed it then a stab in the back. 


ALLIES HAVE NO CHOICE 

The Allies, he said, have no 
choice but to pursue the war 
against Italy and Mussolini until 
they have achieved complete vic- 
tory. 

Only when the Germans have 
been driven out and Fascism abol- 
ished will the good judgment of 
the Italian people make itself evi- 
dent, he said. 

The president received word 
this morning from Gen. Dwight 

D. Eisenhower that Pantelleria, 
one of Italy's island bastions in 
the Mediterranean, had raised 
the white flag of surrender. Ap- 
Parently surrender came be- 
cause of a lack of water on the 
island, he said. 

He thought it worth while, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, to point out the 
island had been taken without, ap- 
parently, any loss of life, although 
he did not know whether a landing 
had been made before the capitula- 
tion. 

‘ROCK’ IN ALLIED HANDS 

Italians called Pantelleria their 
Rock of Gibraltar, he said, and had 
done a great deal of boasting about 
it and about how it dominated the 
narrows of the Mediterranean. 
Now, he said, it is in British and 
American hands. 

He went on, then, to discuss 
Mussolini, Italy, and the possi- 
bility for setting up a non-Fascist 
government after victory, refer- 
ring to notes which he said he 
had started to write out some 
time ago.

Cruisers and Destroyers 
Should Be Added to Navy 
After War Says Macdonald 


OTTAWA, June 11.—(CP)—Navy Minister Macdonald 
said in the House of Commons yesterday that in the estab- 
lishment of the Canadian Navy after the war there should be 
cruisers as well as destroyers, with submarines to round out 


the organization. 

But in the present war even if 
Canade had a strong fleet of sub- 
marines there would be little fer 
them to do unless they were sent 
to distant theatres of war such 
es the Mediterranean or the 
southwest Pacific. 


“What we need in this war is 
ships to fight submarines, not sub- 
marines themselves,” he said. 

At the moment, Canada looked 
on the Battle of the Atlantic as its 
great struggle and had built ships 
suitable for that purpose. There 
might have to be some changes to 
establish the ideal combination of 
ships for Pacific operations. 


PROVISION FOR PACIFIC 


Answering H. C. Green (Prog. 
Con., Vancouver South) Mr. Mac- 
donald said, “I can only tell him 
that when the war is over, and 
when plans for what I hope will be 
&@ permanent and solidly established 
Canadian navy are formulated, 
whoever is here at that time will 
give attention, I am sure, to the 
conditions on the Pacific and the 
provision of the proper kinds of 
ships to meet those conditions.” 

Mr. Green asked if it were Can- 
ada's naval policy on the Pacific 
to depend on the United States 
fleet to protect the west coast. 

Mr. Macdonald said he would not 
express the policy in that way. 

“We have to rely on our friends, 
as on the Atlantic we have to re- 
ly on the great protection of the 
British fleet. But | do not want to 
say that we are doing nothing but 
depending on our United States 
friends for the defence of the 
Pacific. 

“We are doing what we can there. 
We have some ships there still, and 
they have co-operated with the 
United States in expeditions up to 
the Aleutians where the Americans 
have done such signal work in re- 
cent weeks. But our main strength 
undoubtedly is in the Atlantic.” 

The House spent the afternoon 
in continued discussion of items 
under the $489,145,000 navy estim- 
ates for the fiscal year 1943-44. 
EMPHASIS ON CONVOYS 

Mr, Macdonald said he could as- 
sure Mr. Green that Canada had 
not forgotten this was a two-ocean 
war. He had the,report by Admiral 
Jellicoe made following ‘the last 
war, which recommended provision 
for battle cruisers, “light cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines by Can- 
ada. So far Germany had been re- 
garded as the great enemy and the 
main emphasis had been placed on 
convoy work in the Atlantic. 

He could say nothing more on 
eircraft carriers for use with the 
Atlantic convoys than that a Can- 
adian officer was visiting the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom, “examining the whole 
question of aircraft carriers and 
the acquisition of ships, the train- 
Ing of officers and men, the cost 
and all that sort of thing.” 

T. L. Church (Prog. Con., Tor- 
onto Broadview) asked for the pro- 
tection of Speaker J. A. Gien in 
respect to an editorial appearing in 
the Montreal Daily Star Wednes- 
day which had referred to his state- 
ment about the Canadian Navy and 
called them ‘contemptible.” 

Mr. Church said the editorial was 
libellous and he tabled it for the 
Speaker to take such action as he 
thought fit. He said he had never 
ridiculed the Canadian Navy.

Crops Poorest 
In Three Years 


WASHINGTON, June 11—(AP) 
—The agriculture department, de- 
scribing crop prospects in the 
United States on June 1 as the 
poorest in three years. expressed 
little hope yesterday that this 
year's production of food and 
feed would reach last year's 
record level, much less the gov- 
ernment’s goal of an increase of 
at least five per cent. 
Adverse weather has 

planting operations in 
farming sections. 

War Food Administrator Chester 
C. Davis, commenting on the re- 
port, said that given average 
weather during the remainder of 
the season, the total food produc- 
tion—including livestock products 
as well as food crops—would prob- 
ably “about match or reach that of 
1942.” 


WHEAT DOWN 2% 

The wheat crop was indicated at 
730,524,000 bushels or 26 per cent 
less than last year's harvest of 
981,327,000 bushels. 

The winter wheat crop was esti- 
mated at 501,702,000 bushels or 
about 14,000,000 less than was fore- 
cast a month ago. The 1942 crop 
amounted to 703,702,000 bushels. 
The report said winter wheat had 
been hurt by drough in the great 
plans and by wet weather in the 
eastern corn belt. 

In its first estimate of the year 
for the crop, the department fore- 
cast spring wheat production at 
228,822,000 bushels or about 18 per 
cent less than last year’s har- 
vest of 278,074,000 bushels. 

Other grain crop estimates for 
1943 and the 1942 production, re- 
spectively included: 

Rye, 33,841,000 and 57,341,000 
bushels; oats, 1,168,850,000 and 1,- 
358,780,000; barley, 371,044,000 and 
426,150,000.

Allies Setting up Agency to Feed, 
Rehabilitate Liberated Peoples

WASHINGTON, June 11—| 
(CP)—The firat step has 
been taken in the creation of 
a United Nations relief and) 
rehabilitation agency to feed, 
clothe, shelter and guide back 
to health the people of war- 
ravaged nations as they are 
redeemed from Axis domina- 
tion, the United States state 
department announced yes- 
terday. 

A draft agreement, providing 
for machinery that eventually 
will encompass the globe, has 
been approved by Gritain, the 
United States, Russia and China, 
it was announced and, it was 
learned from other sources, by 
Canada as well, All the other 
United Nations and countries as- 
sociated with them have been 
sent copies of the agreement. 

The agreement envisages the 
second permanent United Nations 
organization of a non-military char- 
acter, the first being the food 
agency recommended at the Hot! 
Springs conference last week and 
now being set up. 


AGENCY'S PURPOSE 

The purpose of the relief agency, 
as set forth in the draft agreement, | 
is to see that “immediately upon 
the liberation of any area by the 
armed forces of the United Nations, 
the population thereof shall receive 
aid and relief from their sufferings, 
food, clothing and shelter, ald in 
the prevention of pestilence and in 
the recovery of the health of the 
people, and that peeparations and 
arrangements shall be made for the 
return of prisoners and exiles to 
their homes, for the resiynption of 
essential services, to the end that 
peoples once freed may be preserv- 
ed and restored to health and 
strength for the tasks and oppor: 
tunities of building anew.” 

Each nation subscribing to the 
agreement—and it ‘is not limited 
to the United Nations—may ap- 
point one representative to the 
Council of the Relief Agency, the 
policy-making board of the organ- 
ization, 

It will meet not less than twice 
a year. 

The real governing board, how- 
ever, will be the central committee 
consisting of representatives of the 
big four, Britain, the United States? 
Russia and China. 

CANADA'S LIKELY ROLE 

Although *the draft agreement 
does not suggest Canada for mem- 
bership on the central committee, 
despite the fact that Canada, next 
to’ the United States, will provide 
more relief food than any other 
cquatry, there is one position of 
major importance that would seem 
to be ideally suited to Canada’s 
unique position, That is the chair- 
manship of the supplies committee, 

The machinery, as proposed by 
the draft agreement, would set up 
a committee of “those member 
governments likely to be principal 
suppliers of materials for relief and 
rehabilitation” to “consider, formu- 
late and recommend to the central 
committee and the council policies 
designed to assure the provision of 
required supplies.”

The suggestion is before the City 
‘Council to run a pedestrian lane from Jas- 
per Avenue through to the north-east cor- 
ner of Memorial Hall in order to provide 
easier pedestrian access to the Canadian 
Legion headquarters and the Public Lib- 
rary. i . 

"Gattaitiy some such access is urgently 
required, and the idea of a lane was parti- 
ally inspired by the fact that the city owns 
the property through which the projected 
lane would pass. 

But if some improvement is to be pro- 
vided for this obviously awkward traffic 
area, why stop at a pedestrian lane? If 
the thing is worth doing at all, it is worth 
doing well. What is patently needed is the 
extension of 100A Street — formerly 
Howard Avenue—past the east side of the 
Richardson building, right through to Mc- 
Dougall Drive. 

It would be necessary, of course, to ac- 
quire property on Jasper Avenue for mak- 
ing the extension a full-width street. 
Possibly a trade could be effected. the pro- 
perty required for the street being ex- 
changed for the city-owned property desig- 
ated for the lane. But even if the former 
had to be purchased outright, the increase 
of property values in the immediate 
neighborhood would justify the expendi- 
ture. 

The city already owns the land to the 
west of Memorial Hall where the street 
extension would run. 

This extension of 100A Street to Mc- 
Dougall Drive appears to be the logical 
way to provide access to the Hall and 
Library and has the additional merit of 
promising to relieve traffic congestion on 
Jasper Avenue. : 

It is to be hoped the City Council will 
consider this alternative to the proposed 


pedestrian lane. ms 
Which Way the Drive? 


There is something of course behind 
the furious air fighting that has broken 
out on the eastern front. There is no Eng- 
lish Channel or Mediterranean Sea between 
the Axis and Russian armies. Along fif- 
teen hundred miles or so they face each 
other with only barbed wire and pill-boxes 
between. In such circumstances the bat- 
tles overhead can be only preliminary to 
battles on the ground. As the spring mud 
has dried they almost certainly predict the 
opening of a summer offensive—by one 
side or the other. 

A year ago there was no question 
whether it would be the Axis forces or the 
Red Army which would go on the offen- 
sive. Now that question arises. The fact 
that it has arisen denotes the changes that 
a year has brought about. Changes both 
in the position of the Axis and in the mech- 
anical strength of Russia. Hitler obviously 
has been hesitating to launch another drive 
for Moscow or the Caucasus, with the west- 
ern Allies ready to spring on his rear. And 
the Russians are acting as though they 
were ready to take the aggressive this 
time. 

__It was the Red airmen who started the 
fighting, more than-a month ago. During 
May they and their ack-ack comrades 
knocked down and destroyed on the 
ground 2,700 enemy planes, in a ratio of 
four to one. They are keeping it up with 
unabated energy, despite the stiffened op- 
position. This is evidence that they now 
have the machines they so grievously lack- 
ed a year ago. It may be another reason 
why the third Axis offensive has hung 
fire. And it suggests that when the dead- 
lock breaks it may be the Russians, not 
the Nazis, who iaunch the inevitable drive. 


Tell the Officials 


In the good old peacetime days if a cus- 
tomer thought he was over-charged at one 
Store he went to another. As supplies’ 
were plentiful, the question of a storeman 
holding back commodities for regular pat- 
rons did not arise. Similarly, if a tenant 
had a grievance against his landlord he 
moved; and if a landiord had fault to find 
with a tenant he argued the point man to 
man or ordered him to get out. There was 
no price ceiling, no rental regulations, 
and no authorities to hear disputes and 
adjust matters. 

Now both prices and rents are fixed, 
and there are officials whose duty it is to 
see that the rules are observed. But the 
public are not used to this order of things, 
and many do not carry their complaints to 
the officials, Instead they submit to what 
they think to be impositions and tell the 
neighbors—which doesn’t help. The pro- 
per course for an aggrieved customer is to 
take his case to the prices and trade board, 
and for the aggrieved tenant or landlord 
to tell his story to the rental control of- 
ficials. 

Controls cannot control unless the 
public co-operate, and can only contro! in 
So far as they do so. No law can be en- 
forced unless people tell the proper author- 
ities when it is broken. With the best pos- 
sible intentions, regulation officials can- 
not be everywhere all the time and know 
all that is going on. 

There wouldn't be any news in the 
newapapers if people didn’t tell the re- 
porters about the happenings. For the 
Same reason there is no point and nothing 
gained, in “just grouching” about prices or 
rentals, The to do is to tell the price 
and rent authori the facts, and ask 
them to do something about it.

Farm Debts 


Editor, Bulletin: In a recent issue 
of your paper you carried some 
statements by officials of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Union upon which 
I should like to comment. 

One official states that “with ma- 
chinery and wages sky-high nothing 
is left after paying operating costs 
to meet interest charges or pay- 
ments on back debts.” The books 
of any company holding Alberta 
farm mortgages would show this is 
not the case. Mortgage collections 
have shown steady improvement for 
some time. 

Payment of debts by farmers, 
contrary to the view of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union, will assist rather 
than sabotage the war effort. Re- 
payment of debt is an anti-infla- 
tionary measure and will assist 
farmers in meeting the problems of 
the post-war period. Certainly, 
payment of debts will not in any 
way curtail production. 

Some Alberta farmers have been 
faced with foreclosure proceedings 
in the past year. In this connection 
I should like to point out that many 
of these cases have heen rettled by 
the borrower making a substantial 
payment and in several cases the 
loan has been paid off. This proves 
that the proceedings were justified 
and that the borrower had been try- 
ing to evade his obligations, though

Development of Fighting! 
Resources a Miracle of 
Achievement

We have gone through a stage in 
which petulant ruférs in Washing- 
ton accused the people of com- 
placency, though even then their 
sons were gone or going and mil- 
lions were churning around, look- 
ing for some place to grab hold of 
a rope and pull. But that, too, is 
over. Nobody, not even the Presi- 
dent, himself, can have a mental 
picture of the whole war effort of 
the American nation now, meah- 


ing not pire: the government but 
the individual people. It may not 
be totality as the British, Russian 
and Germans know it, but it is 
closer to fotality than we, our- 
selves, realize, for each person re- 
gards the change in his own local- 
ity as a local condition, 

The American war effort, the 
change of ways from those of peace 
to those of war, is so vast that no 
writer or team of writers can tell 
the story. Everywhere, today, the 
papers tell little stories of the 
death of local boys overseas or in 
training flights at home, of local 
boys honored with medals for 
heroism, of young men recently in 
high school, or college, missing or 
captured by the Jap or German. 

Young civilians are rare and may 
generally pe credited with good 
reasons for deferment or exemp- 
tion and men in uniform are every- 
where, not only in the town where 
you happen to live, but in Kansas 
City and St. Louis, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, in the south and 
southwest, in the east, everywhere.

At one place we have a marine 
base of astounding size, but only 
one of several. At one point the 
navy is training more than half as 
many men as Katser found avail- 
able to stand off invasion in 1940 
and that, too, is only one of several. 
Off in the desert, out of sight, divi- 
sions of soldiers come and go, 
many of them followed by their 
wives who endure hardship to be 
near them until they get orders and 
vanish without public notice. 

In San Diego we find a big plant, 
almost a city by itself, which had 
no existence even on paper when 
France went down, where men 
and women, trained for their jobs 
since that day, contribute to a total 
output of planes beyond the arro- 
gant boasting of the Fuehrer.

war. In another city of like size a 
similar plant makes changes re- 
quired for the Arctic. 
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Along all the coasts shipyards 
are turning out cargo vessels and 
warships of all dimensions and 
even in Denver, high and dry and 
landlocked, a thousand miles from 
the sea, small boats are built to 
carry the war to the Jap. 

Small-arms plants, ammunition 
plants and chemica] warfare plants 
are spotted here, there and yon- 
der, each surrounded by its com- 
plement of uprooted American fam- 
ilies living catch-as-catch-can, The 
freights of the land hauls carry 
tanks and vehicles bound for the 
seaports and great crates on the 
flat cars, containing nobody knows 
what or particularly wants to ask. 
A specialist school teaches limited 
service men to be M.P.’s of the new 
style. Another schools sailors to 
handle buoys and submarine and 
torpedo nets and to rig them in cur- 
rents to protect harbors and ships 
and repair them if they break. 

The peaceful, reluctant nation of 
1940 which took the alarm from 
President Roosevelt in that dra- 
matic speech to congress after 
France went down now has intern- 
ment camps for enemy civilians and 
even some native civilians, and 
other camps for prisoners of war 
taken jn action. 

That, amid all this, some Ameri- 
cans can strike the war industries 
is no serious impairment of the gen- 
eral picture of war-minded dili- 
gence. To a far greater extent than 
the American people or Germany 
or Japan ever believed possible, the 
nation in three years has gone to 
war and day by day the mighty 
power grows.

Home Front Can Be Danger Zone 


How to Take Extra Care) 
Of Your Iron, Toaster 
And Refrigerator 


BY MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


A set of safety rules have been 
Worked out for complete efficiency 
in the kitchen and should be fol- 
lowed by all women. These come 
from the Consumers’ Information 
Service. 

They stress the necessity of com- 
plete safety at all times and sug- 
gest that working habits and faulty 
arrangements may have to be cor- 
rected and changed. 

Electrical connections should be | 
inspected to make certain that 
wires and plugs are in good condi- 
tion. Iron, toaster, refrigerator, 
and other electrical appliance con- 
nections should be checked. 

Your iron cord should last you 
a long time, but it won't if you 
leave it on while you answer the 
telephone or door bell and allow 
it to’over heat. If it has a thermo- 
stat control watch it and don’t use 
more heat than you need. You can 
clean the ironing surface by run- 
ning it over paper that has been 
sprinkled with salt. 

Don't yank the cord from the 
socket, but use a gentle persuasive 
touch and be sure to wind the’ 
cord carefully after use, because 
bunching it together ‘carelessly 
does irreparable damage. Never 
let water or dampness get near the 
iron. 

There are _ other preventive 
measures you now take seriously 
and often. Be sure to remove the 
crumbs from the toaster after 
each use and keep the outside at a 
high polish with a damp cloth. The 
grids of the waffle iron should be 
kept clean with a steel brush, us- 
ing the brush after each batch of 
waffles you make.

Canadian women are learning to 
take proper care of equipment as 


they go along and to use it 
properly.

Finland’s Queer War With Russia 


Finns Fear Soviets But 
Are Probably Ready to 
Quit 

By RAYMOND CLAPPER 

STOCKHOLM—There has been 
no fighting on the Russian-Finnish 
front for months, Out of that tacit 
armistice Finland could become 
the first nation to break away from 
the Axis and resume it former 
place in the heasis 
of United Nation: 
peoples, but un-/ 
fortunately \eed- 
less obstacles are 
standing in the 
way. 

One obstacle 's 
that Russia gives 
no indication of 
terms or even of 
an interest in end- 
ing war with Fin- 
land. Relatively 
small Russian 
forces are immobilized on the Fin- 
nish front, hence this inactive war 
is costing Russia practically noth- 
ing. At the same time, by leaving 
the Finnish question open, Moscow 
can use Finland as a pawn in trad- 
ing for other settlemtnts after the 
war. Some here think that is the 
main consideration on the Russian 
side, and if this is so then nothing 
can be done. 

On the Finnish side, the chief 
obstacle is a deep fear of Russia. 
True, the Finns lived under the 
Russians for a hundred years, up ‘to 
the end of the last war, though with 
considerable autonomy. But the 
Finns know that the present Rus-

sian regime would be completely | being 


intolerant of Finnish dissidents in 
any territory under Moscow rule, 
and deportations would soon break 
up the Finnish people who were 
inside Russian boundaries. There- 
fore even Finns who are the most 
tolerant toward Russia, and the 
most anti-Nazi Finns, would rather 
take a chance on a German victory 
than on having Russia rule any of 
their people. 

That is the deepest reality in the 
Finnish trouble, I think, and al- 
though it may go on an irrational 
extreme it is a political fact which 
hitherto has frustrated such efforts 
as may have been made to find a 
way to bring about peace and re- 
claim Finland to the Allied fold. 
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That is not the whole story, for 
when the United States recently 
tried to find a basis for bringing 
both sides together the Finnish 
foreign minister, Henrik Ramsay, 
made an ill-advised flight to Berlin 
to consult with the Nazis about it. 
Obviously the Allies find it diffi- 
cult to have any confidence in a 
government of that kind, and little 
can be hoped for until there are 
changes in the Finnish government. 

Apparently we were on the point 
of breaking relations with Finland 
four weeks ago when the staff of 
the American legation was moved 
from Helsinki to Stockholm, Per- 
haps it is just as well that the 
thread was not broken at that time. 
Events may make a final step nec- 
essary, but several circumstances 
suggest that it may be worth play- 
ing it the other way for the time 


In the first place, there has been 
some loosening up internally, and 
more freedom of discussion, so that 
the possible strength of Axis col- 
laborationists in Finland may de- 
cline, particularly as Marshal 
Mannerheim has no love for the 
Nazis and as the war is clearly 
going against the Axis now. 

In the second*place, Finland has 
never signed the Axis pact. One 
can imagine that the Nazis brought 
heavy pressure in an effort to 
force such public adherence to 
their new order. 

Third, one can also assume that 
the Nazis must have pressed the 
Finns to resume their offensive 
against Russia, because the inactiv- 
ity of the Finns enabled the Rus- 
sians to withdraw some of their 
forces from the north. 

There has been some house- 
cleaning in Finland, but more is 
needed, especially in the political 
police force, which continues to be 
run by a little imitation Himmler.

Stalin apparently gained a large 
increase in good will by his recent 
move abolishing the Comintern 
If he now made possible an en¢ling 
of the Finnish war it would be a 
great psychological blow to the 
Axis. The Finns in turn have an 
Opportunity to do it now when it 
would mean something, instead of 
waiting until the Axis sinks ip de- 
feat.

When the stove is on, a draft might 
blow out the flame and cause 
asphyxiation, 

As for your mechanical refriger- 
ator, you look at it now with 
wonder and delight, knowing that 
upon its continued efficiency de- 
pends the health and well-being of 
your family, to say nothing of the 
preservation of precious rationed 
foods. You keep a weather eye out 
for temperature control. You don't 
leave the door open too long he- 
cause you not only want to save 
power but you know that the motor 
must be given a decent rest now 
and then to keep it in tip-top shape. 


Keep Equipment Covered 


You should be particularly care- 
ful about your defrosting schedule. 
Just as soon as the frost is a quarter 
inch thick you should defrost re- 
gardless of whether or not it coin- 
cides with your cleaning day. Don't 
crowd the refrigerator and you 
should treat its surface with the 
precise and kindly care. you give 
your own complexion. You should 
clean the cooling surfaces in the 
motor with your vacuum cleaner 
attachment,

tailing their services, you should be 
more careful with your electric 
washing machine. You should view 
the rubber wringer rolls with affec- 
tion and wipe them with a damp 
cloth, dry them carefully and al- 
ways release them between wash- 
ings as pressure kills the bouncy 
life of rubber. 

You should keep a.cover over 
the entire machine when not in use 
so that dust won't get in to wreck 
the works. Be sure to follow the 
manufacturer's directions for oiling. 


More Safety Rules 


Garbage cans, wastepaper bas- 
kets, and other small items if they 
are underfoot may cause hasty falls, 
They should be within easy reach, 
but where they will nat be tripped 
over. 

When reaching for articles on 
the top shelf, a firm kitchen step- 
ladder stool should be used in pre- 
ference to a less sturdy chair. To 
avoid slipping, keep kitchen floors 
clean of grease or wet spots. 

Many dangerous burns have re- 
sulted from carelessness in handl- 
ing boiling water and hot fat. Par- 
ticularly where there are children, 
care should be exercised to see to 
it that they don't play about the 
stove when meals are being cooked. 

Make certain that hands are dry 
before answering the telephone 
or touching any other electrical 
equipment whether in the kitchen 
or bathroom. Many accidents have 
been caused by people forgetting 
to do this.

Battles Without Strategy . 
From the outbreak of the war in 1939 up to Hitler's in- 
vasion of Russia, we heard and read of nothing but battles. 
The Battle of Poland, the Battles of France and Belgium, Hol- 
land, Norway and the Balkans. There was even, if I re- 


member rightly, an account of 


a Battle of Britain, which was 


fought in the air and on the sea. 


_ There 
conscious truth in these recitals, 
because the operations described 
In each case were not campaigns 
end certainly not wars, but 
simply battles — tactical opera- 


tions in which pure applied me- 
chanics produced the decisions. 
“We” put in so much and “they” 
put in so much—and the devil 
take the hindmost who couldn't 
get his reserves into line quick 
@nough or who neglected to pro- 
vide enough anti-tank mines or 
anti-aircraft guns, 


The point I am making is that 
the events have justified these 
titles. For if strategy means any- 
thing more than hammer-and- 
tongs attack, there was no strategy. 
Nothing was done, either by. the 
French or by the Germans, that 
Caesar or Alexander,or Napoleon 
or Foch might have done in the 
way either of true manoeuvre or 
of a decisive seizure of terrain. 
Right straight through, it was 
always my tactics ageinst your tac- 
tics, my battle against your battle. 

If the charging German bull 
crushed the flimsy Allied fences, 
it was certainly not because of the 
transcendence of German strategic 
insight, since none was displayed, 
but only because of the unbeliev- 
able and apparently ineradicable 
Allied desire to stabilize the front. 


PIN ENEMY DOWN 

This business of “stabilizing the 
front” has hung like a vampire on 
the neck of western strategy ever 
since the victory of 1918. What we 
all wanted was to pin the enemy 
down somewhere and then exhaust 
his military strength by the war- 
fare of attrition, with the forces of 
revolution working secretly in the 
dark to crack the home front “and 
open up the citadel from within, 
assisted by bombing squadrons 
busily pulverizing everybody. So 
it was with a sort of nostalgia for 
the good old days of 1918 and the 
good old watchwords (Ils ne 
Ppasseront pas) that the democ- 
racies of Europe set about prepar- 
ing for 1940. 

As for America, we have never 
forgotten the nice things yon 
Hindenburg said in his dotage 
about our munitions plants and 
how the-war had been won for the 
Allies by “the pitiless American 
war industries”. And we still think 
(at least a good many of us do) 
that this. war is just a “race to 
make things” and ship them 
around the world, thus losing com- 
plete sight of the historical fact 
that it was the genius of Foch that 
sent the German host tumbling 
down the inclined plane of 1918 by 
the interpolation of a little sound 
strategy into a conflict which, up 
to the advent of that Marshal of 
Victory, had been nothing but tac- 
tical hustle, hustle afld welter. 
GERMANY’S BLINDNESS 

What has been true thus far of 
the United Nations in World War 


Il—I mean the absence of any 
6trategy worthy of the name—has 


was an important un- + 


been just as true of our German 
jenemies. Japan, however, seems 
|to have shown a very real appre- 
| clation of strategic ‘principles @n 
|her conduct of the war in the 
| Pacific, and by comparison of the 
!two, we may be able to derive a 
valuable lesson for the future. 


The picture that presents itself 
to us is roughly this: the German 
enemy. has constantly extended 
himself in his initial campaigns 
and Has now finally overextended 
himself in Russia, all in view of 
the British base which he left, so 
to speak, in his strategic back 
yard. The Japanese, on the other 
jhand, have Been very careful that 
no adequate base from which their 
centres of power might be threat- 
ened remained in the hands of the 
United Nations, and having once 
accomplished this, have conducted 
their operations solely on the basis 
of strategic attrition. 

Commanders of armies in the 
field must be able, as Sir Edward 

Hamiey says, “to read the the- 
atre”, They must not permit 
their forces to become entangled 
in tactical operations or to be de- 
flected by tactical successes to 
the neglect of the main line of 
strategi¢ advantage. But this is 
exactly what German. com- 
manders have always done in the 
overweening pride and arrogance 
that was born of the assumed 
perfection of their tactical in- 
strument. How was it possible 
that they could change their 
spots (or their mulish hides) as 
the magnificent tactical oppor- 
tunities of World War II began 
to unfold before their delighted 


eyes? 

What Brunswick had done at 
Auerstedt in October, 1806, had 
been repeated by von Kleist in 
every essential detail at Sedan in 
May, 1940. That Davout had reaped 
the fullest advantage from the 
stupidity of the former (annihilat- 
ing a Prussian army thrice his size 
with a single French corps), while 
Corap had neglected every open- 
ing presented by the latter (be- 
cause his reserves were late in 
arriving), does not make the in- 
ference to be drawn from these op- 
erations any less important. 

And where shall we find the rea- 
son for Rommel’s failure to take 
Alexandria and make _ himself 
master of Suez—a strategic objec- 
tive which was second to none, 
Nowhere except in the same 
strategic blindness which caused 
Ludendorff to hold back the VIIth 
Army in 1918 (instead of pouring 
it into the gap between the French 
and British) in order to exploit 
local tactical successes &t Amiens. 

We note this same blindness in 
the German failure to take the 
Channel Ports in 1914, a mistake 
of World War I which is compar- 
able to that other mistake of World 
War II—the failure to invade Eng- 
land after Dunkirk.

well and which the Germans are 
so anxious for them to keep on 
loving. 

It is certainly not that we are 
going to defeat Hitler without. tac- 
tics, and our armies had better 
have some extra good tactics when 
the time comes to slug it out with 
the Germans. But when all the 
power factors have been computed 
and their factual equivalent in 
tanks and planes and guns has 
been brought to bear on Hitler's 
fortress, we are still going to be 
short of victory unless our tactics 
can be elongated into the strategy. 

There is an ancient saying, cur- 
rent among military men, to the 
effect that strategy without tactics 
is like a man without arms, where- 
as tactics without strategy is like 
a man without legs. If this is true, 
then Jet‘us ask ourselves fairly and 
squarely what is global strategy or 
to what is the rim-of-the-wheel 
Strategy to be cpmpared unless it 
be to a man who is both armless 
and legless,a dismembered trunk 
dumped in some faraway theatre 
and expected by his mere patriotic 
presence, with the colors of free- 
dem flying over him, somehow to 
charm the enemy into submission. 


MILITARY TITAN 


The man, the military Titan, the 
armed force on whose success the 
hope of a world is hung, must have 
both arms and legs and how he 
is to be created is a problem that 
demands the immediate considera- 
tion of the American people. 

We shal! first restore his arms, 
and we will not put him down at 
such a distance from his base that 
adequate means for his support are 
necessarily denied him—and this 
rules out, for the time being. those 
offensive operations in the Pacific 
theatre which have very con- 
clusively proved that ‘patriotism is 
not enough” for victory until a 
rea! continental base for opera- 
tions against the Japanese enemy 
can be secured. 

Nor will this latter consumma- 
tion, so ardently desired by those 
who pray daily for vengeance 
against the assassins of Pear! Har- 
bor, be long delayed once we give 
this military giant of ours legs— 
strategic legs to encompass that 
vast continental road that runs 
straight as an arrow from Berlin to 
Tokyo. 

In any case, no matter how 
powerful his arms, we should not 
set him down legless before the 
walls of the Nazi fortress to slug 
it out with Hitler's armies like a 
blind and crippled Samson, If we 
do so, we shall lose everything, for 
there is no doubt now that this is 
exactly what Hitler and his ally 
Japan are counting on us to do, 


INTERIOR LINES 

And there is no doubt that the 
latest German war policy is 
framed with the sole end in view 
of using interior lines of com. 
munication, existing resources, 
careful organization of the ground, 
thoroughgoing Prussian prepara- 
tion, to create and to maintain a 
tactical superiority at every point 
where « breach of .the wall is 
threatened. 

The really tragic thing, tragic for 
us I mean, is that Hitler has now 
enough means at his disposal to 
do this, and he can destroy us in 
the end if we confine our effort to 


the realm of tactics, however 
strong, and neglect the classic 
strategy.

Catchers had to be 
tough men then. 


QUICKLY ADOPTED 

Bresnahan's first shin guards 
were of the cricket variety, with 
shields sticking up above the knees. 
Catchers’ knees are now protected 
by leather sheaths. Bresnahan’s 
shin guards looked clumsy, but he 
managed to get around with them 
all right. 

Bleacherites around the National 
League derided the new protection, 
called Bresnahan “Sissy,” but cat- 
chers quickly got next to them- 
selves and shin guards became as 
standard as spiked shoes and chew- 
ing tobacco. 

Bresnahan served as a coach of 
the Detroit club as recently as 
1931, saw a couple of World Series 
games between the Cincinnati Reds 
and Tigers in 1940. 

“I actually saw infielders in the 
Series who didn't know how to 
stand properly while fielding a 
grounder,” he commented. “They 
had their feet together. With the 
feet close together when fielding, 
you can't get any sweep of your 
glove. With the feet far apart, you 
can bend and extend your hands on 
either side. 

“Those are fundamentals, and I 
guess they’ re not teaching them iad 
more.”

LONDON, June 11.—The Euro- 
pean war appears to be entering 
@ new phase with the Axis com- 
pletely on the defensive as far 
as strategy is concerned. 

The only front on which the Ger- 
mans retain a possible hope of 
strategy initiative is the Russian 
front, and where they virtually are 
hamstrung by threats piling up in 
the west. 

High Allied quarters emphasize 
that this does not mean Britain, 
the United States and Russia should 
go overboard on the optimistic side. 
The tasks ahead are difficult and 
may be made more difficult if the 
Germans choose to employ weapons 
thus far not applied, such as gas. 


NO LONGER CAPABLE 


Even in Russia, best sources be- 
lieve, the Germans no longer are 
capable, for instance, of launching 
an attack serious enough to 
threaten Moscow — about the only 
strategic possibility remaining for 
the Nazi eastern armies. 

This does not mean that the Ger- 
mans are not capable of opening a 
major offensive in Russia, but it 
does mean that the Wehrmacht no 
longer is strong enough to knock 
the Russians out of action and at 
the same time defend itself from

FUEL OIL SHORTAGE 


Shortage of fuel oil generally was 
believed to have been one of the 


main reasons for the inactivity of] 


the Italian fleet in the past but it 
would have sufficient for a final 
“splurge” when the show comes 
around. 

It was considered importan, how- 
ever, that the Allied threat can be 
directed against more than one 
point, not only in the Mediter- 
ranean but in northern Europe. 

Axis concern over Allied pre- 
parations for an invasion of west- 
ern Europe, meantime, was re- 
flected in a Swedish dispatch 
quoting German Rear Admiral 

Luetzow as saying that Gerntan 
air recornaissance hed revealed 
“light invasion vessels as- 
sembled in English ports along 
the Channel coast. 

Information reaching Madrid 
from France said that Berlin and 
Rome press and radio commen- 
tators admitted that a large por- 
tion of Pantelleria’s defences, in- 
cluding some of the giant 15-inch 
coastal batteries, had been destroy- 
ed in the terrific non-stop Allied 
air and sea bombardment of the 32- 
square mile island in the Sicilian 
narrows. 

Radio reports from Pantelleria 
yesterday said the aerial bombard- 
ment was continuing without let up 
as the Allies carried forward their 
offensive to blast the island into 
surrender. 


NAVAL FORMATION 

One broadcast said that Italian 
reconnaissance planes sighted an 
Allied naval formation of light 
cruisers and destroyers northwest 
of Pantelleria. Attacking, the 
planes claimed to have hit a cruiser 
so ‘badly that it listed and slowed 
its speed, scored hits on other units 
and shot down one out of 50 es- 
corting Spitfire planes. Eight Spit- 
fires and a Lightning fighter were 
reported shot down in engagements 
over Pantelleria itself. 

Admiral Arturo Riccardi, Itatan 
under secretary of the navy, said in 
a broadcast from Rome last night 
that the Italian navy was “in the 
battle line, ready to meet the en- 
emy.” He said the war in the Medi- 
terranean would be decisive for the 
war in Europe. 

The air ministry here issued a 
resume early today of results re- 
vealed by photographic reconnais- 
sance of areas raided by Allied 
planes in the Mediterranean area 
during the period from May 15 to 
31. Pantelleria was attacked 13 
times in two weeks and its quays, 


docks, barracks, shipping and park- se 


ed aircraft were damaged severely. 


VESSEL BLOWN UP 

In Italy itself, the air ministry 
said, a large merchant vessel ap- 
peared to have been blown up at 
Naples and six other vessels there, 
including the 20,000-ton Lombardia, 
were damaged severely. 

At Palermo, Sicily, two areas 
totalling about 11 acres were 75 per 
cent destroyed and Fascist head- 
quarters there was damaged severe- 
ly.

ADVANCED AIR BASE, North 
Africa, June 11.—Allied airplanes 
following a scientific assault 
flan “prepared by slide-rule,” 
forced the unprecednted capitu- 
lation of the Axis fortress of 
Pantelieria today almost by eeria! 
power alone. 

“The job was planned with meti- 
culous care by a large and com- 
petent staff,” explained Brig.-Gen. 
Lauris Norstad of Mineapolis. “It 
was a scientific job, prepared by 
slide rule.” 


UNPRECEDENTED RAIOS 

American planes ranging from 
Flying Fortresses to Warhawks 
bore the brunt of the offensive, 
frequently supported by R.A.F. 
bombers and by clouds of Spitfires. 
In the 13 days, between 15,000,000 
and 17,000,000 pounds of bombs bat- 
tered the 32-mile square island as 
no similar target area had ever 
before been hit. 

The British Navy shelled the 
Italian fortress island six times, 
but the vast part of the attack 
was carried on by R.A.F. and 
American planes of all types 
from Flying Fortresses to Spit- 
fires. They never gave the enemy 
an hour’s rest.in the last phase of 
the onslaught. 

The white flag was displayed 
over the harbor of Pantelleria, near 
St. Elmo Hill, and occupation of 
the fortress by Allied troops was 
ordered at once. It was a victory 
of special importance for Lt. Gen, 
Carl Andrew Spatz, American 
deputy commander of Allied air 
forces in Northwest Africa, who 
had long advocated such triuntphs 
through air power alone.

HAD TO WAIT TURNS 

The terrific aerial bombardment 
reached a crescendo yesterday with 
hundreds of Allied aircraft of all 
types crowding the sky over Pan- 
telleria. The traffic was so heavy 
that scores of bombers were forc- 


ed to circle the island while wait- 
ing their turn to make their bomb 
runs, (Axis reports said the Allies 
sent 1,000 planes against the for- 
tress.)

Seeding operations, the report 
says, are well advanced, and 
should be completed within a 
week's time. Germination has 
been slowed due to unfavorable 
weather conditions, but no dam- 
age has resulted through frosts. 

In one of two instances, re-seed- 
ing of wheat and oats has been 
necessary, due to a combination of 
heavy weed growth and poor ger- 
mination. 

Seeding has been almost com- 
pleted in regard to field crops, and 
warmer weather and general rains 


} are necessary to hasten germina-, 
| tion and grgwth of crops. Crops 


sown early are now three to six 
til ies above ground, and are re- 
ported to be in good condition. 


Due to the lateness of the season, 
and spring threshing of the 1942 
crop, there is likely to be a greater 
increase in the area sown to coarse 
grains and forage crops than was 
first anticipated. 


FROST REPORTED 

Frost damage to field crops has 
been reported from several points 
but it has not been severe enough 
to cause extensive damage. Heavy 
weed growth and poor germination 
caused re-seeding in some areas of 
small acreages sown early to wheat. 
Cutworm damage is noted, but list- 


ed as slight, in one or two districts. 

It is expected an increased acre- 
age will be sown to oats green feed 
this year, to mect the needs of the 
livestock industry, as the shortage 
of forage seed has restricted the 
acreage sown to hay and clover 
crops. 

Pastures have been backward this 
year due to unfavorable weather, 
but they should improve with rain 
and higher temperatures. Condition 
of live stock on pastures is listed 
as “good to fair’. Cattle markets 
have been strong and active with 
steers 25 cents higher, and hog 
prices remaining the same. The de- 
mand for breeding stock remains 
active with average prices well 
above last year’s. 

May production of creamery but- 
ter was 10.4 per cent above the 
corresponding month of last year, 
but factory cheese showed a 41.8 per 
cent drop for the same comparative 
periods. 

Unfavorable pasture conditions 
have delayed the milk flow, which 
normally rises to a peak in June, 
but with normal growth of pastures, 


' the milk production should increase 


considerably during the first part 
of July.

Ltd., now incorporated under the 
Provincial Marketing Act, is again 
acting as a receiver of wool on be- 
half of Canadian Wool Board Ltd., 
Operating registered warehouse 
No. 785, and already one carload 
of wool has been shipped east to 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers Ltd., for grading under 
Dominion government supervision, 
with a second car well on the way 
to completion. 

Last year the association handled 
shipments of wool on behalf of 
1,330 sheep owners in the district 
tributary to Edmonton, a total of 
over 275,000 pounds net of wool, 
worth approximately $75,000, and 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers Ltd., with which the Al- 
berta provincial organization is 
affiliated, handled over 60 per cent 
of all Canadian-produced wool.

They had been affected also 
through living in homes with jittery 
and anxious adults, he said, and 
added that the best advice one can 
give parents is “your children can 
take it.” 


The most important factor in 
causing delinquency in wartime 
was the disorganization of family 
life caused by the departure of the 
father for overseas or to work in 
war industry, the mother going out 
in war work, the frequent moving 
from pace to place, living in crowd- 
ed quarters, living in cities where 
there were not adequate recrea- 
tional facilities, and parents who 
were too busy to give their children 
proper guidance. 

There had been a great increase 
in delinquency among ‘teen-aged 
girls, he said, and the best figures 
from the U.S.A. showed an increase 
of 31 per cent in this kind of de- 
linquency. 

To combat this delinquency, Dr. 
Laycock suggested that every com- 
munity should increase its super- 
vised places of recreation, not 
merely playgrounds for young chil- 
dren, but clubs and other places 
where ‘teen-aged: folk may meet 
under wholesome auspices.

Greta Garbo 
bobs her hair and the next day 
thousands of women rush to the 
barbers and acquire the most try- 
ing hair-do ever devised, and that 
turns them from ordinary human 
beings into freaks. And how many 
good carpenters and house painters | 
have been lost to the world through 
trying to be John Barrymores, 
goodness only knows. 


HOW TO HOLD HUSBAND 


And so it goes. Clothes that are 
on the film one day are on peo- 
ples’ backs the next day. Our 
points of view, our opinions, our 
conventions we get from the mov- 
ies. They dominate us at every 
turn, And so, perhaps, since mar- 
riage is the chief business of life 
with women, it is a good thing for 


the husband-hunters to go to the 
movies to learn how it should be 
done. They need to know all of 
the 80! rules for making a kill- 
ing, but the lesson should go far- 
ther than that. It should teach 
them how to keep a husband after 
they get him.

So when the movies teach girls 
that the way to attract men both 
before and after marriage is to be 
glamorous, it gives them a tip on 
which they lose out. Few women 
have it, to begin with, and few 
men want it, to end with. No man 
desires to live up to a glamorous 
wife, either in public or private. 
He resents the invidious comapri- 
son between her and himself, for 
one thing, and, for another, it 
bores him to tears to live with a 
wife who is always putting on an 
act. For in daily life we all want 
the simple, the natural, the sin- 
cere. 


And, for another thing, the 
movies give wives a tip that ends 
only too often in divorce when it 
lays such stress upon emotions 
and makes them dissatisfied with 
their practical, prosaic husbands, 
who are good providers, because 
they are not great lovers.

SANITATION AND 
LONGER LIFE 


In the days before sewage and 
garbage disposal, when sanitation 
and swamp drainage were un- 
known, disease epidemics were 
much more frequent and deadly 
than at the present time. 

It is interesting to compare the 
different ideas about sanitation 
man has had at different stages and 
to compare the close relationship 
between sanitary living conditions 
and longer living. 

The cliff dwellers lived in dirty | 
abodes and apparently had little, 
if any idea of sanitation. The aver- 
age span of life for a cliff dweller 
was very short, and probably did 
not run more than about 17 years. 

The Indian wigwam offers an- 
other illustration of early living 
conditions. The Indians in general 
lived a more healthful life than 
the cliff dwellers and had a some- 
what better idea of sanitation. Con- 
sequently, their average age of life 
was extended over that of the cliff 
dwellers. 

The log cabins of the early pion- 
eers were cleaner than the Indian 
wigwams, but still the early settlers 
did not always understand how to 
separate the drainage from out- 
houses and barns so as to keep it 
away from their wells and springs. 
The average length of life of these 
pioneers was approximately 30 
years. 

In the modern home, we see the 
best model of sanitary living. 
Plumbing, proper garbage. disposal, 
and refrigeration of food, all help 
to make life more healthful. 

The average span of life at the 
present time is above 58 years. This 
can be attributed in large measure 
to the fact that people live under 
much more hygienic surroundings 
than did their ancestors. 

The plumbers and sanitary engin- 
eers have done more to advance 
the span of the average life than a)- 
most any other group. In a very 
real and practical way, the plumb- 
ers are the guardians of the public 
health by and large, they deserve 
the warmest of praise. 

Perhaps you are proud of the fact 
that the average person living to- 
day has a better chance of living 
out his life in health and vigor 
than the average man of any pre- 
vious history. Probably it makes 
you feel good to realize that you 
have a better chance of long life

The age at which night feedings | 


for baby will be dropped depends 
very much upon the diet-fed baby 
during the daytime hours. 

When the baby comes home 
from the hospital he will be on 
some kind of a schedule for the 
daytime hours. Presumably this 
will allow for a feeding every 
three or four hours from 6 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. 

But the night feedings need not 
follow any set pattern. It is de- 
sirable that they should not. By 
allowing the baby to decide upon 
the hours at which he will waken 
and eat, the opportunity is his to 
Stay asleep if he chooses. If we 
enforce regular night feedings, we 
make them as much a habit as 
daytime ones and then it is dif- 
ficult to train the baby to sleep 
through the night. 

What happens, if the mother es- 
pouses the policy of letting baby 
sleep until he wakens of his own 
accord, as he will probably sleep, 
after this 6 p.m. feeding until eleven 
or twelve o'clock. This is a boon to 
the parents who, after baby's sixth 
week, will be eager for an oppor- 
tunity to have some recreation in 
the evenings. When he does wake 
baby will be wide awake and raven- 
ous and will eat so heartily that he 
can be counted upon to sleep until 
6 a.m. or nearly then. 


The second advantage is baby 
will tend to sleep longer and longer. 
This may, in time, result in his 
sleeping beyond 11 or so, until four 
or five o'clock in the morning. This 
hour is not as convenient as an 
earlier one, should be endured with 
the sure knowledge that eventu- 
ally the baby will be able to sleep 
until 6 a.m. 


This happy result will come :bout 
if the daytime feedings are gener- 
ous and advance with the baby's 
marked desire for them. There is 
no saying how much food a small 
baby will take, once he gets into his 
stride. 

He may be able to manage 6 or 
more ounces at a feeding within 
the first few months. Then his diet 
will be enriched with the addi- 
tional foods, such as cereal, orange 
juice, vegetables, egg yolk and so 
on, so his needs are so well sup- 
plied, he has no desire to be fed 
throughout the night. 

The baby who is allowed to make 
his own night feeding periods, sleep 
when he will and be fed when he 
wakens almost invariably is sleep- 
ing through the night by the third 
month of life. 

His gain and his disposition are 
splendid and no one will argue but 
that a rested mother makes a bet- 
ter mother than one who is com- 
pelled to feed the baby once or 
twice at night.

Not materialistic 
in the best sense, it wrs an era of 
low spirituality. Your successful 
American could buy a radio but 
couldn't repair a doorbell; he could 
flaunt a smug twelve-cylinder Cad- 
illac but couldn't start a one-cyl- 
inder cement-mixer. Not interested 
in the nature of material things, he

Since the start of the present war

If the Germans possess the 
airpower to disseminate gas with, 
they could very well attempt a blow 
with which to set us back on our 
heels. It would be aimed not against 
Russia, but England, and .then 
would be turned against the Sov- 
iets. 

It is agreed by such authorities 
on chemical warfare as Brig. Gen. 
Alden Waitt that when gas is used 
it must be used in over-whelming 
amounts ta,gain a decision quickly. 
That is what we must be prepared 
for, 


HORRIBLE EXPERIMENTS 

Germans have already, accord- 
ing to documented reports in the 
hands of the Polish and Dutch gov- 
ernments in exile, conducted horri- 
ble experiments on the killing 
power of gases and have used the 
living bodies of many thousands of 
unfortunate civilians for this pur- 
pose, 

But we have the cards in our 
hands if Germany decides to get 
rough. Unless she can win by an 
unexpected, terrifically developed 
assault, he defeat is inevitable. Our 
danger is that we may be caught 
unawares. If we get set for chem- 
ical warfare, the instrument in our 
hands would allow us to end the 
war in Europe within any 30 days 
from then. 

Even without reference to the 
German situation, the Japanese, 
watching the deterioration of the 
whole Axis military position, may 
break loose in an effort to take 
the required island positions as 
well as eastern Asie, to secure 
themselves for a long siege. 

These are the fears which agitate 
our political leaders as they sense 
what may be an impénding col- 
lapse of the European end of the 
Axis. In addition to getting the 
Anglo-American nations ready for 
a possible triumph of quick and 
unexpected dimensions, President 
Roosevelt and Prime’ Minister 
Churchill are waging deft psycho- 
logical war against the Axis. In this 
respect the British prime minister 
has proven himself magnificent— 
practically a one-man army. 


DRAG WORLD DOWN 

The German leaders have threat- 
ened that if they are to go down, 
they will drag the whole warld 
into ruin with them. These threats 
are taken seriously by the Anglo- 
American leaders—hence the fear 
of a last desperate use of the 
chemical weapon. 

The following facts appear clear 
today as a result of recent develop- 
ments: 

1—The best informed opinion is 
that the Germans will use gas be- 
fore resigning themselves to de- 
feat, 

2—An effort will be made by the 
Allies to take Crete, Sardinia ant 
possibly Sicily, in order to clear 
the Mediterranean routes, but 
there will be no full-dress invasion 
of the continent this year. There 
is likely to be a series of explor- 
atory raids in force, designed to 
gaifl landing experience and to 
keep the German nerves on edge, 

3—German morale, aided by the 
pressure of relentless overhead 
pounding, may be ready tw col- 
lapse. Washington is optimistic on 
this score—perhaps too much so. 

4—Churchill makes a clear bid 
for an Anglo-American under- 
standing on world commerce as 
well as military alliance, to con- 
tinue into the post-war period. 
There is an unspoken reference to 
future ruinous economic warfare 
which may follow cessation of hos- 
tilities, the key to which will be 
air transport,
